CARRYING THE ARCTIC M AIL 


Ha rdships o f a Po stma n With a Ro ute 
1,19 0 Miles Lo ng . 
Jam es Co rnwall, a hardy and experi­ 
enced fur trader, left Edmo nto n the 
o ther day fo r the no rthwest wilds o f 
Canada, his destinatio n being well Into 
the arctic circle, says the San Francis­ 
co Call. 
Co rnwall has secured a co n­ 
tract fo r carrying the mail to the few 
•cattered inhabitants o f tho se no rthern 
wilds. 
A distance o f 1,19 0 miles will 
be traversed befo re he reaches the end 
o f his jo urney at Fo rt McPherso n, o n 
the Mackenzie river. 
W ith the exceptio n o f the first 100 
miles, when ho rses will be used, the 
entire trip will be made by do g trains, 
the driver securing relays o f fresh do gs 
a t po sto ffices en ro ute. 
At times the 
therm o m eter will be GO degrees belo w 
zero , and fierce blizzards are frequent 
in 
that 
district 
during the 
winter 
mo nths. 
Dangers o f all kinds will be 
m et every mile o f the arduo us jo urney, 
and, if histo ry repeats itself, he will 
lo se at least o ne-third o f the mail m at­ 
te r befo re his task is half o ver. 
Co rnw’all will be unable to pack suffi­ 
cient fo o d fo r the lo ng trail and will 
have to rely o n his rifle fo r his daily 
meat. 
The do gs will be fed o n tallo w 
and fish. 
At night the hardy mail man will 
erect a canvas shelter, make tea fro m 
sno w water, and after a frugal meal, 
fro m which bread and o ther luxuries 
will be excluded, lie will creep into his 
sleeping bag. 
Despite the great distance, there are 
o nly eleven po sto ffices between Atha­ 
basca Landing and Fo rt McPherso n, 
and in o rder to acco mmo date settlers, 
who in many cases wo uld have to 
travel hundreds o f miles to secure their 
mall, the carrier is empo wered to de­ 
liver precio us letters to them.

o ne o unce.

er natio nal feeling,” was the assertio n 
recently made by Edwin D. Mead o f 
Bo sto n in an address at the City club 
o f Philadelphia, says a special dis­ 
patch to the New Yo rk Times. 
Mr. 
Mead spo ke o n “The Seco nd 
H ague Co nference and A fterw ard.” He 
said: “We o re co ming to a time when 
there will be a ‘united wo rld* just as 
there is a United States. We will be 
citizens o f the wo rld and think o f the 
go o d o f all humanity first, no t o f o ur 
o wn particular natio n. The wo rld will 
co me first and co untry seco nd. 
“The United States Is a pro to type o f 
the federatio n o f the wo rld. 
Bisho p 
H arringto n o f England made the state­ 
m ent no t lo ng ago that this uatio n is 
the greatest peace so ciety in the wo rld 
because o f its o wn o rganizatio n. The 
sam e principles need to be put into the 
o rganizatio n o f the natio ns. 
“One fault that sho uld be remedied 
nt future co nferences was the appo int­ 
m ent o f a chairman by the po wer 
which called the assembly. 
1 learned 
in W ashingto n the o ther day that a r­ 
bitratio n treaties similar to the o nes 
nego tiated by Secretary Hay and re­ 
jected by the senate are again being 
draw n up and are practically sure o f 
ratificatio n.” 


W ashingto n, Feb. 3.—There is a dis­ 
po sitio n to single o ut amo ng the sub­ 
jects discussed in the president’s spe­ 
cial message to co ngress the reco m­ 
mendatio n as to railway traffic asso ­ 
ciatio ns as o ne o n which early legisla­ 
tio n may be attem pted. 
The leaders in co ngress, as well as 
the president and influential railway 
men, have lo ng reco gnized the co n­ 
tradicto ry character o f the present 
laws. 
The president has repeatedly 
called attentio n to the fact th at the 
Hepburn law and the Cullo m law, 
which it superseded, are bo th based 
upo n the theo ry th at there o ught to 
be equal, o r at least equitably adjust­ 
ed rates o n the different ro utes serv­ 
ing the sam e o r co mpetitive co mmuni­ 
ties, but th at in spite o f the general 
reco gnitio n o f this truth, the inter­ 
state co mmerce law and the Sherm an 
anti-trust law as co nstrued by the su­ 
preme co urt, have made unlawful the 
o nly simple and efficacio us metho ds o f 
bringing abo ut adjustm ents. 
The interstate co mmerce co mmis­ 
sio n as early as 189 4 was stro ngly in 
favo r o f the enactm ent o f a law which 
wo uld have perm itted traffic agree­ 
m ents while giving the co mmissio n 
limited supervisio n o ver their o pera­ 
tio n. 
The present o pinio n o f the co m­ 
missio n is identical with th at express­ 
ed in the year 19 00 in its fo urteenth 
annual repo rt. 
W ith 
these o pinio ns 
so 
stro ngly 
held by the president and o ther public 
autho rities, and with a stro ng desire 
fo r greater latitude in this directio n 
o n the part o f the principal railway 
carriers, tho se who are likely to take 
the lead in any legislatio n o n the sub­ 
ject see no reaso n wffiy a reaso nable 
statute autho rizing traffic agreem ents 
sho uld no t be enacted witho ut very 
m aterial delay. 
Co ngress pro mises no thing sensa­ 
tio nal during the wreek. 
After devo t­ 
ing part o f the day to day to bills 
taken up under suspensio n pf the 
rules, the ho use co ntinued its co nsid­ 
eratio n o f the Indian appro priatio n 
bill. 
It is pro bable th at this m easure 
will be befo re the ho use until the mid­ 
dle o f the week, if no t lo nger. 
It will 
be fo llo wed by the pensio n appro pria­ 
tio n bill, and that in turn by the legis­ 
lative. executive and judicial appro pri­ 
atio n bill. 
The pensio n bill will carry a pro vi­ 
sio n fo r the co nso lidatio n o f all the 
pensio n agencies o f the co untry into 
o ne, and it will do ubtless o ccasio n co n­ 
siderable debate and much o ppo sitio n. 
Amo ng the bills wrhich pro bably will 
be passed is the m easure increasing 
wido ws’ pensio ns to $12. 
It is expect­ 
ed to go thro ugh after a brief dis­ 
cussio n, altho ugh it will invo lve an ad­ 
ditio nal expenditure o f abo ut $12,000,- 
000 annually. 
The urgent deficiency 
appro priatio n bill was repo rted to the 
senate to day.

A new field of employment for w *- 
men is to be opened by the ra ilwa y.. 
says a Washington special dispatch t > 
the Chicago Record-Herald. This d^ * 
not mean that the roads will employ 
women telegraphers; but, on the con­ 
trary, their employment will be fo 
the purpose of taking the places of te­ 
legraphers already iu the service. 
TI: 
future women railway operating er.i- 
ployees will be engaged at the smaller 
stations taking train orders over tel 
ephones, where formerly such orders 
were transmitted and received by tele­ 
graph 
This new field will be open to 
women when the new nine hour day 
law governing the working time of 
railway telegraphers goes into effect 
on March 1. 
It was confidently expected that this 
law would work a revolution in rail­ 
way operation, and it was with this 
end in view that the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers procured its passage de­ 
spite the determined opposition of the 
railway managers and even against 
advice direct from the White House. 
The revolution is coming, all right, but 
it will be a revolution which will rele­ 
gate the telegraph to a back seat as an 
adjunct to railway operation and will 
throw thousands of operators out of 
employment 
and 
annually 
will 
de­ 
crease their number until they will al­ 
most disappear from American rail­ 
ways. 
It was expected that the reduction In 
the working hours of railway telegra­ 
phers to nine hours would compel the 
railroads to employ at least 8,000 addi­ 
tional men at once. It was also known 
that it would be impossible to secure 
this number of men when needed, and 
it was therefore hoped by the men 
that an’ increase in wages would be a 
part of the revolution planned. 
The railway managers at first took a 
similar view’ of the situation, but it 
soon wps discovered that it would be 
impossible to supply the demand if all 
existing telegraph offices were to be 
maintained after March 1. 
As a result 
of a careful study of the situation the 
nine hour day for telegraphers will 
bring about the following changes: 
First.—The abandonment of all sta­ 
tions as telegraph stathins except divi­ 
sion headquarters and junctional points. 
Second.—The 
substitution 
of 
tele­ 
phones for the receipt and the trans­ 
mission of orders and messages. 
Third.—The employment of women 
as agents in many stations thus trans­ 
formed into telephone stations. 
Fourth.—The transaction of a tre­ 
mendous amouut of office business by 
letter which formerly was transacted 
by telegraph. 
Fifth.—The rapid extension of the 
automatic electric block signal system, 
which will make telegraph stations un­ 
necessary. 
In detenu ining to inaugurate these 
changes the railway managers found 
that they had in reality been preparing 
for them for years. 
It wa s discovered 
also that by adopting the most expen­ 
sive system of block signaling train 
orders and telegraph stations could for 
the greater part be done a way with. 
The railroads therefore decided that 
they would rather spend millions iu 
providing and maintaining automatic 
block signals, which never go to sleep 
and which never fail unless they spell 
“ danger,” than to sjvend the same mon­ 
ey in maintaining telegraph stations 
and telegraph operators. 
The closing 
of stations as telegraph stations is 
made possible by the fact that with au 
automatic electric signal all that is nec­ 
essary Is to start trains as fa st as the 
terminal block is empty and keep them 
going until a semaphore sa ys “ stop.” 


Accordingly many of theXlg systems, 
notably the IIarriman road.', have been 
hastening the installing of such sig ­ 
nals, and the new year finds them 
ready to lock the telegraph keys in 
hundreds of stations. 
The second con­ 
viction, but one which many have hith­ 
erto lacked courage to pat iuto effect, 
is that the telephone is really the most 
scientific means of communication be­ 
tween stations and headquarters. 
The 
Burlington road, for example, has been 
successfully operating trains by phone 
over its heaviest division, I etween Chi­ 
cago and Galesburg, for several years. 
The Illinois Central, the New York 
Central lines and other ! '. g systems 
have for several years hr 1 telephonic 
communication throughout the entire 
length of their systems.

Lisbon, Fob. 3.—All Portugal is in 
m ourning 
today for

crown prince, who Saturday met death 
at the hands of a band of assassins. 
in this city there is to be seen on 
every hand evidence of since sorrow 
unlik e anything ever before manifest* 
! ed in the history of the monarchy. 
A 
( flood of telegram s from every section 
of the country expresses only grief 
over the tragedy and assurance to the 
authorities of the support of the peo­ 
ple. 
Already it is apparent that the

act of the assassins has had a result 
directly opposite to what they desired. 
T hat the monarchy will continue there 
seems no doubt at this moment. 
The 
leaders of all the m onarchist parties, 
from the m ost conservative to those 
where the most advanced ideas pre­ 
vail, have reached a complete agree­ 
m ent to this effect, and they are bend­ 
ing all their efforts toward the main­ 
tenance of order in the country. 


Hope in the Ne w King. 
Today the official gazette announced 
the accession to the throne of Prince 
Manuel, who with the queen m other 
had an alm ost miraculous escape from 
death in the storm of bullets wrhich 
poured into the royal carriage S atur­ 
day. 
His wounds, which at first were 
believed to be serious, proved to be of 
comparatively slight consequence, and 
today he is well on the road to com­ 
plete recovery. 
It is confidently be­ 
lieved that this young man, in his ac­ 
cession to the throne, will find his 
great task considerably lightened ow­ 
ing to the fact that he is k nown to be 
of a charming, sym pathetic nature, 
wiiich has always been a delight to 
those about him. 
Even with his 
wounds and amid the dreadful scenes 
which accompanied and followed the 
tragedy, the young prince has pre­ 
served a dem eanor of u(most dignity. 
His wounded arm is carried in a sling, 
but he m ak es light of his own hurts 
and protests that he suffers no pain 
whatever. 
The greatest secrecy is being m ain­ 
tained as to the identity of the regi­ 
cides and the details of the investiga­ 
tion which is being made into the as­ 
sassination. 
The nam es of the three 
assailants w ho were shot down by the 
police guard and the others who were 
captured while they W’ere fleeing from 
the scene of the fatal attack , are being 
withheld, if indeed they have been 
learned by the police themselves. 
The 
accession 
to 
the 
throne 
of 
Prince Manuel was announced in a 
proclamation issued by the council of 
state Sunday. 
In stating the facts of 
the m urder the proclamation declares 
that when the assassins attack ed the 
royal carriage, Queen Amelie acted 
with the greatest courage, heroicly at­ 
tem pting to shield her sons at the risk 
of her own life, at the same time 
strik ing at the m urderers with a large 
bouquet which she carried. 
Thousands W itnessed Tragedy. 
R eturning from a sojourn at the 
k ing’s estate at Villa Vicosa, accom­ 
panied by the queen, the crown prince 
and the infant Manuel, the sovereign 
seemingly was in happy mood when 
he stepped into the carriage in waiting 
at the railroad station. 
Thousands of 
spectators, gaily attired, in combina­ 
tion with the bright decorations set 
out to welcome the royal family, made 
an anim ated scene. 
All the surround­ 
ing streets were filled with gay, light­ 
hearted throngs waiting to greet the 
k ing, and though guards were station­ 
ed all along the route, no one had 
thought 
of 
the 
dastardly 
attem pt 
which was to come. 
The people were 


allowed to circulate as freely as they 
pleased, and for a short time so great 
were the crowds, the driver of the 
carriage had difficulty in mak ing a 
start. 
Then as the carriage sharply 
turned into the Rua Do Arsenal there 
was a crack ling of guns and a shower 
of bullets tore their way into the bod­ 
ies of the k ing and crow n prince and 
the little prince, wdio proved an easy 
target. 
The assassins, num bering six 
in all, boldly ran up to thq sides of the 
carriage and poured in a hail of lead 
before the stupefied guard could in­ 
terfere. 
The k ing and crown prince, 
half rising, fell back in the cushions, 
the blood gushing from many wounds. 
The coachman brought his whip across 
the, flank s of his horses and with a 
bound they dashed away, disappearing 
into the arsenal quadrant. 
The panic- 
strick en people, who had fled on all 
sides, could see the queen leaning

The efforts of the crown 
prince, who was sitting opposite to the 
k ing, to rise was pitiful and without 
avail, for he just lifted himself suf­ 
ficiently to pitch forward and fall over 
the prostrate body of his father.

Queen Amelie, uttering a scream 
that could be heard by all who had 
not become frenzied by the attack , 
threw herself toward her sons, shield­ 
ing her boys with her body. 
She 
struck at the m urderers with a bou­ 
quet of roses which she had been car­ 
rying, but even in the face of this 
the men fired again and again. 
As he 
saw his father and his brother fall, 
Prince Manuel whipped out a revolver 
and discharged it at the men, but was 
himself struck on the right arm by a 
bullet from a crabine. 
A footman in 
the carriage was also wounded, and it 
was stated that a bullet grazed the 
queen’s shoulder, but did not do her 
any harm. 
The governm ent has given out a 
statem ent that Saturday’s events will 
only strengthen 
m onarchistic 
senti­ 
ment, both among the civil and mili­ 
tary classes of the nations; that the 
discipline and tem per of the troops is 
admirable and unfaltering. 
Franco, 
the dictator and real com m ander of 
the country’s destinies, whom the m or­ 
al and physical m ight of all parties 
and powerful interests has not suc­ 
ceeded in destroying, rem ains still the 
trium phant leader, not only uncon­ 
quered and unfrightened, but retained 
in power by the new k ing, determ ined 
at all hazards and at all costs to pre­ 
vent further violence and insurrection 
and to preserve the monarchy. 
The 
only word or indication that universal 
order in Portugal had possibly been 
brok en cam e from Oporto in the form 
of a report that a republic has been 
proclaimed, but no credence is given 
this rumor. 
A t a m eeting of the council of state 
last night Prem ier Franco and the 
chiefs of the Progressist and Regener­ 
a tions t parties offered the k ing their 
support for a coalition ministry, wfhich 
the k ing accepted. 
The cabinet has 
resigned, and it is understood that 
Admiral Ferreira Do Amaral will form 
a coalition cabinet. 
This action indi­ 
cates that the opponents of Prem ier 
Franco have decided tem porarily to 
abandon their differences and unite 
with him in an attem pt to save the 
monarchy. 
The assassins who are under arrest 
are m aintaining a stolid silence. 
The 
police are pursuing an exhaustive in­ 
vestigation, and it is declared that the 
arrest of high personages implicated 
in the plot will be made shortly. 
The 
governm ent has adopted most thor­ 
ough m easures to block the escape 
from Portugal of suspects.

the governor and told him of the occa­ 
sion of his putting In, adding that he 
surrendered the ship as a prize as well 
as himself and crew prisoners of war, 
only requesting good quarters.

we had tak en yon in fair sea or ap­ 
proaching our own coast with hostile 
intentions, your ship would then be a 
lawful prize and your people prisoners, 
but when, distressed by the hand of 
Providence, you come to our port for 
safety of your lives we, beiug men, 
though enemies, are bound by the laws 
of hum anity to afford relief to the dis­ 
tressed who ask it of us. We cannot, 
even against our foes, tak e advantage 
of the act of God. 
You have leave 
therefore to unload your ship, if that 
be necessary to stop the leak . 
You 
may fit her here and traffic so far, be­ 
sides, as shall be needful to pay the 
charges. 
When repaired you may de­ 
part. I will give you a pass to be in 
force till lieyond Bermuda. 
If after 
that you are tak eu then you will be a 
lawful prir*\ w hereas now, as you are 
only a stranger, you have a stranger’s 
right to safety and protection.” 
Here was fairness. The ship depart­ 
ed aud arrived without any further ac­ 
cident in the port of London.
